Plug pulled on ‘incorrect’ sewer policy

Make no mistake - responsibility for residential sewer 
pipes won’t l>e shifted over entirely to homeowners. 

So said Mayor Brian Wittal, who is revising a controversial 
sanitary sewer policy that had residents up in arms last 
month. 

“The biggest thing was the policy made it look like resi¬ 
dents are responsible for replacing or repairing their sewer 
line from the house to the main and that is incorrect. 
Replacement is to the property line where it always has been 
and always will be," he said. 

“1 assume people will be happy with what we’ll put out.” 

The town plans on releasing the revised policy in the May 
utility bill - one month later than originally promised - so 
people can provide feedback. A decision on the final draft 
will be made June 29. 

Residents upset about the original Residential Sanitary 
Sewer Service policy say the latest draft sounds good. They 
look forward to seeing it in print, but they also say errors 


like the one made in this policy should be prevented front 
happening agaitt.

I imagine a lot of us were a little unsure 
of exactly what we came up with.” 

Wittal said he didn’t see a draft of the 
policy before it went to council, nor 
does he know who typed it up. 

The revised policy, which Is going to 
be released early next month, will make 
things clearer for the general public, he 
said, as residents will carry the same 
responsibility they always have. 
Homeowners will be responsible for 
maintaining the pqx> to the property 
line and for any blockages out to the 
main. 

As of Thursday morning, the policy 
committee agreed breakages in the pipe 
caused by roots will be fixed by whoev¬ 
er is responsible for the pipe. That 
means it doesn’t matter whose tret* 
caused the damage but when’ the dam¬ 


age occurred. 

According to town officials, the pave¬ 
ment patch clause Ls no longer included

The town says it will try and make 
improvements on how policies are pre¬ 
pared and reviewed. Council will be

and that it’s comnumicated correctly,” 
Wittal said. 

“This was a good learning experience 
but not one you want to keep doing 
over and over. It doesn’t instill confi¬ 
dence with residents when something 
like this happens or when there’s this 
type of miscommunication,” he said. 

“Hopefully we can assure them that

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Robber targets the Hi Ho 

Gas station clerk foils crime , calls 9-1-1

A gas station employee remains shaken as the Didsbury 
RCMP continues to investigate an attempted Thursday 
evening robbery. 

On May 13, at around 10: 24 p in. a man walked into the 
Didsbury Hi Ho Gas & Grocery dressed in black and car¬ 
rying a small bag. His face was covered in black grease “to 
his eyelids," said Deb, an employee who witnessed the 
robbery. 

She asked her full name not be given. 

“I didn't think too much of him at first. We get a lot of 
dirty guys in here who work in the oil patch and construc¬ 
tion ... 1 even thought he might have been working for CP 
(Rail) on that train derailment," she said. 

“1 laughed at him and said ‘what happened to you?’ He 
said he was on the job. Little did I know, exactly what that 
job was.” 

Deb, who was carrying out the garbage, turned and 
headed back to the counter when the man came in. She 
noticed then that his hands were clean - something that 


didn’t fit with his grease-smeared face. 

“1 began to get nervous so I stood back a little from the 
cash register. That’s when he said he had a knife in his 
pocket and told me to put all the cash from the register 
into his little baggie." 

“1 asked him if he was serious and he just stared at me. 
And 1 stared back. Then I grabbed the phone and ran.” 

She called 9-1-1 as she dashed to t he back of the store, 
while the robber bolted out the front. Police arrived min¬ 
utes later, she said. 

The Hi Ho Gas & Grocery clerk said the act was caught 
on video camera Police are currently investigating a per¬ 
son of interest. 

Deb, who was working alone at the time, said she’s still 
shaken about the robbery. It’s scary enough working 
nights, she said. 

“I guess on some level I knew this could happen one day 
... and I always wondered what 1 would do. I didn’t freeze. 
I’ll tell you that." 

The man is described as being 25 to 30 years old, 6’11 
with a stocky build and a goatee. He was wearing a black 
tuque, pants and a jacket at the time. 


Committee pitches art centre

The idea of a performing arts centre in Didsbury is 
attracting fanfare from musicians, actors and artists eager 
to take to the stage. 

And Sharon Tsiras, the woman behind the movement, 
plans to fuel the excitement with this town’s first perform¬ 
ing arts committee meeting this June. 

“I want to see what the interest is here ... how many 
people want to create a performing arts centre. If there’s 
enough we can start creating some kind of business plan 
and begin looking for grants," she said. 

People have already stepped forward to express inter¬ 
est, including the Town of Didsbury and Diana Steer, 
owner of Shorthorn Art Studio. 

The idea started out small; the dream of a mother, who 
found it difficult to see her two children crammed onto a 
small stage in the multipurpose roont at the Didsbury 
Recreation Centre or Didsbury High gym. 

“I have been finding it so frustrating that there are no 
good venues around here for my children - and other 
musicians - to play in ... I mean the closest place would 
be Olds,” Tsiras said. 

“1 started thinking about it and looking around and 
that's when I realized we don’t have places for a lot of 
groups, like theatre performers, dancers and artists.” 

Steer would love to see a gallery open for local artists in 
Mountain View County and space for visual artists to 
work on site. This new performing arts centre could 
incorporate all of that - theatre, studio space and gallery, 
she said. 

“As an artist, it’s hard to get your name out them and show 


your stuff, especially if you work out of your home so this 
would be a great idea There are over 1,000 artists in 
Mountain View County alone who could use this,” Steer said. 

“I think trying to bring all of these things together and 
promote Didsbury as an arts community is a great idea. 
We could bring back a lot of our theatre groups ... which 
seem to be performing in Olds.” 

Kirk Wassmer, band teacher at Didsbury High School, is 
also on board and plans to attend the first arts committee 
meeting next month. 

It seems overw helming with many challenges ahead but 
if the community throws its weight behind this, it could 
happen, he said. 

Last week he realized just how beneficial a local space 
would be for his students. They spent a few days travel¬ 
ling to the Trans Canada Theatre in Olds to record a CD. 

It’s a great space but “hugely labour intensive to move 
all our percussion gear there. We had to bring three truck- 
loads of equipment and a trailer to get everything ready 
and this is just for one event.” 

“It would be so much better if we could have some¬ 
where local for these kids to play.” 

There are over 80 students in the band program who 
would use a space in Didsbury. 

The meeting on June 10 will gauge interest in creating a 
committee that will move forward on the project and 
begin coming up with a multi-use building plan. The 
Grade 10 Green Street Band will play at the Didsbury High 
School at 6:30 before the meeting begins at 7 p.nt. 

“Right now, this is a dream. People are saying it’d be 
nice to have a performing arts centre but now we need to 
see them step up to the plate and get this thing going,” 
Tsiras said. 


Chamber slowly loses funding

The town will continue to slash funding to the 
Didsbury Chamber of Commerce, despite pleas to do 
otherwise. 

“We didn’t feel taxpayer dollars should go into that 
organization when they are basically private enterpris¬ 
ing individuals,” said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

“So we are slowly weaning them off (our grant) to 
become more self-sufficient.” 

The town gave the Chamber of Commerce $4,000 this 
year or $1,000 less than what it gave the organization 
two years ago. The funding will continue to shrink by 
$500 each year utdil the amount reaches zero - then 
the chamber is on its own. 

Margo Ward, chamber president, pleaded with coun¬ 
cil to freeze the cutback last March. 

“We depend on it ... we are not a charitable organization 
so we are not eligible for grants anywhere else," she said. 

“If we continue to get less, we may have to stop some 


of our programs and if that happens, it could hurt busi¬ 
nesses.” 

Roy Brown, chief administrative officer, said coun¬ 
cillors took the group’s concerns into consideration 
during a Committee of the Whole meeting, but the fact 
is funding is limited and council has already agreed to 
use dollars to help new groups start up or bolster ones 
floundering financially. 

“There is only so much to go around so eventually ... 
all groups relying on town funding will be asked to 
become self-sufficient," Brown said. 

That doesn’t mean the town won’t help out where it 
can with in-kind work, he added. 

“Just because we aren’t handing over a cheque does¬ 
n't mean other contributions can’t be made.” 

About 12 groups currently rely on the town for either 
lax supported dollars or FUSS grants, including the 
Didsbury Museum, Prairies to Peaks and Didsbury 
High School. 

The Didsbury Chamber of Commerce plans to meet 
this week to discuss solutions to dwindling funds.

Conservatives’ 
pardon system 
leaves job 
unfinished

Responding to widespread public outrage at revela¬ 
tions that sex offender pedophiles have been regularly 
granted pardons, the Harper government has 
announced plans to revamp the pardon system. 

As tilings currently stand convicted sex offenders and 
other serious offenders are routinely, almost automati¬ 
cally, granted pardons five years after they complete 
their sentences. I Inder proposed changes, pardons will 
be replaced by so-called record suspensions', which 
will come with new, tougher conditions. 

If the proposed legislation passes, persons convicted 
of sex offences against children in the future will not be 
eligible for record suspensions, nor will persons convict¬ 
ed of tliree or more indictable offences. 

“The current system of pardons implies that what the 
person did is somehow OK, or is forgiv en, or that the 
harm done has somehow disappeared,” said Public 
Safety Minister Vic Toews. 

“()ur government disagrees, and is on the side of vic¬ 
tims. That is why w e an* taking action to replace the cur¬ 
rent system and eliminate pardons for serious crimes." 

Central Alberta Conservative MP Blake Richards, who 
sjiearheaded a petition calling for the pardon system to 
be toughened up, said the changes will “help protect our 
children and our communities, and better satisfy 
Canadians’ ingrained sense of justice." 

Canadians were outraged to hear a couple of months 
ago that convicted sex offender jx-dopliiles such as former 
hockey coach Graham James liad been able to have their 
n-cords hidden from public scrutiny through pardons. 

These proposed changes to the system, while obvious¬ 
ly long overdue, represent a positive step forward w hen 
it comes to protecting t he public, and children in partic¬ 
ular, from sex offenders. 

Yet die changes address only future applications by 
offenders, those who have yet to complete their sen¬ 
tences. 

The changes do nothing to address die problem posed 
by the many, many other offenders who have already 
been granted pardons during the past two Harper gov¬ 
ernment terms. 

How many convicted pedopliiles granted pardons 
under the Harjx-r government’s watch are now living, 
working and volunteering in West Central Alberta? I low 
many of them are coaching hockey teams, baseball 
teams, soccer teams? 

The Harper government should be applauded for mak¬ 
ing these long-overdue changes to the pardon system. 

Yet the Ixittom line is that until now the same govern¬ 
ment did very, very little to reform the badly faulted sys¬ 
tem - and now the Conservadves are taking credit for 
doing only half the job? 

If Prime Minister Harper and his fellow Conservadve 
MPs are truly serious about protecting Canada’s chil¬ 
dren, they should inunedialely do whatever it takes to 
publicly identify those sex offender pedophiles it has 
already granted pardons to, some of whom may very 
well lx- “hiding” in West Central Allx-rta right now.

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Project gets million dollar boost

Didsbury seniors will have greater 
access to affordable housing thanks 
to a million dollar government 
investment. 

Last week the provincial and fed¬ 
eral governments announced fund¬ 
ing for 19 affordable housing proj¬ 
ects in Alberta, including special 
needs housing in Fox Creek and 20 
rental units in Didsbury. 

Local developer, Harvest 
Builders, will turn the sod on the 
project this summer, which will also 
include 20 townhouses with entry- 
level pricing. 

“We saw a need for affordable 
housing ... there are seniors on the 
wait list for Aspen Ridge Lodge and 
even more who haven’t been able to 
make the list for whatever reason. 
We want to give those people a 
place to live," said James Carpenter, 
spokesperson for Harvest Builders. 

The company applied for the 
grant a year ago and was handed 
the dollars last Thursday. It will be 
their first affordable housing init ia¬ 
tive. 

The draft plan should be 
approved in the coming months 
with the basements installed before 
the ground freezes. 


Politicians and tradespeople were 
on hand at the Harvest Builders 
office to celebrate the development. 
Blake Richards, Ml' for Wildrose, 
toasted the building as a “real bene¬ 
fit" to the community. It will free up 
property in town, while giving fami¬ 
lies and seniors less expensive 
housing options, he said.

The entry-level townhomes are 
expected to sell for about $199,000, 
while the senior rental suites will 


start at about $450 a month. 

Mayor Brian Wittal, who was also 
on hand, said this could help bolster 
this town’s reputation as a centre of 
care for seniors. 

“We are not trying to turn our 
town into a seniors’ village but we 
definitely want to draw them in 
with projects like this ... because if 
we can get them to stay it will help 
anchor our hospital, emergency 
room and doctors we need for the 
rest of the community.” 

The 40 building development is 
being touted as a ‘high standard' 
facility. The designer, Fred Van 
Vliet, said it could include every¬ 
thing from a daycare and hair salon 
to a ‘rain’ garden and waterfall. 

“When people think about afford¬ 
able housing they think of a trailer 
park ... and this will be anything 
but. It’s going to go above and 
beyond environmental and quality- 
of living standards," he said. 

This could also be a model for 
developers as more turn to social 
housing initiatives. 

“Developers were rolling in the 
gravy train a year ago and no one 
wanted to take on affordable hous¬ 
ing projects ... that’s going to 
change now and they are going to 
look to us as an example of how 
this can be done."
